A Day in the Life 
of a Romulus Firefighter

(Editor's note: Recently, "Smokey’'s 

Den" columnist Dorothy Nesler spent a 

day with Romulus Fire Marshal David 

Allison to experience, firsthand, "A Day 

in the Life of a Romulus Firefighter.") 

3 My day as an observer of the daily 
activities of the Romulus Fire Depart- 
ment began promptly at9 a.m. last Thurs- 
day morning. 

| was guided through the day by Fire 
Marshal David Allison, whose first job 
was to go to each of our four fire stations 
and pick up the State Fire Incident Re- 
ports. This is done twice weekly. It is his 
job to review the reports and to make 
sure that they are factually correct. The 
reports are used for statistical purposes. 

Our next stop was Fire Station #4, 
the main office of the Fire Department. It 
is the only station that is equipped to 
house a full-time fire department, should 
the City decide to operate one in the 
future. 

One of David Allison's other duties 

_includes the inspection of all Romulus

businesses for fire safety code violations 
and hazards. There are 900 businesses 
in the City, and his goalis to inspect each 
of them once per year. Inspections take 
up a large part of his workday. He re- 
cently completed a 60-hour course on 
building codes at Henry Ford Commu- 
nity College. Next week, he will attend 
Certified Fire Inspectors School, an eight- 
week course held at the Michigan State 
Police Academy in Lansing. 

Heis also atrained emergency medi- 
cal technician, and, during his workday, 
he attends all fire and rescue incidents. 

Still another part of Allison's job is 
fire prevention education inthe Romulus 
school district's elementary schools. A 
group of firefighters assist him in this by 
presenting dramatic skits to the children. 

Allison also works with the fire inves- 
tigation team to determine if a fire is 
accidental or of suspicious origin. The 
team is made up of four firefighters: and 
a fire marshal. 

In his spare time, Allison enjoys golf, 
downhill skiing, and bowling. A 12-year

Department veteran, he is 36 years old 
and single. 

The Romulus Fire Department hasa 
total of 52 volunteer firefighters. There 
are two battalion chiefs; eachis in charge 
of half of the City. There are four fire 
stations —two north and two south. Each 
station has a captain (who is in charge), 
a lieutenant, and a sergeant (who also 
serves as a fire safety officer). The fire 
safety officer can overrule the orders of 
anyone at the fire scene. 

Firefighters must be 18 years of age. 
They are paid $11 per hour of actual 
work. They are encouraged to get con- 
tinuous training in firefighting. Promotion 
is based on training and seniority. 

At 10:30 a.m., we were joined by 
firefighter Daniel Lorbeske, who works 
out of Fire Station #1. He decided to join 
the Department because he wanted to 
do something interesting with his spare 
time. Adie-setter by profession, Lorbeske 
is single and 28 years of age. His ambi- 
tion is to become a full-time firefighter for 
another community; work in the emer- 
gency medical technician fieldis his area 
of special interest. For relaxation, Lor- 
beske enjoys snowmobiling and skiing. 
He has been with the department for 
three and a half years. 

At 12:45 p.m., we went to a fire call 
at 34484 Beverly. Due to lint build-up, a 
clothes dryer caught on fire in the base- 
ment of the home. Rescue trucks and 
pumpers are always dispatched to struc- 
ture fires, since the extent of the fire is 
unknown at the time of dispatch. Sta- 
tions #2 and #3 answered the call. 


At 1:30 p:m., we went to the General. , 





Motors Power Train Plant. While there, 
we observed plant employees removing 
20,000-gallon underground oil tanks. It 
was the Fire Department's job to see that 
the ground was not contaminated with 
oil. 

At 2:42 p.m., a rescue call came in 
for 1120 Moore. The citizen was trans- 
ported by our city ambulance service to 
Annapolis Hospital. In a life-threatening 
situation, a firefighter always accompa- 
nies the ambulance to the hospital. 

At 3:20 p.m., | interviewed 22-year- 
old Michelle Hamel. She is one of three 
women firefighters in the Romulus Fire 
Department. In April of this year, she will 
have served the Department for three 
years. Hamel, who works of out of Fire 
Station #1, decided to join the Depart- 
ment after she had attended business 
college. She likes helping people, and 
enjoys the camaraderie of her fellow 
Department members. Her future goals 
are to take advance EMT and Fire II 
classes. Hamel is the first woman to 
serve on the Western Wayne County 
Hazardous Materials Team, which she 
has worked with since August of 1991. In 
her spare time, Hamel enjoys traveling. 

Incidentally, Hamel is married to fel- 
low Romulusfirefighter John Hamel. They 
are the only married firefighter couple in 
the Department. 

My day with the Romulus Fire De- 
partment ended at approximately 4 p.m. 
Special thanks go to Fire Chief William 
Greenslait and Fire Marshal David Allison 
for making my adventure with the Fire

A bankruptcy remains on a credit 
report for 10 years, while other bad- 
credit reports stay on for seven years. 

A Chapter 7 Bankruptcy is a 
liquidation of a debtor's assets and a 
discharge of all of the debtor's debts. A 
debtor may exempt certain property from 
the liquidation. For example, a married 
couple may exempt up to $15,000 of 
equity in aresidence, along with various 
other exemptions. As a general rule, a 
debtor does not "lose" any property in a 
Chapter 7 Bankruptcy. Obviously, the 
more assets the debtor owns, the greater 
chance that all the assets cannot be 
exempted. 

The Chapter 7 Bankruptcy should 
wipe out, or discharge, all of the debtor's 
debts. However, the debtor may want to 
retain some debts that have a valid se- 
cured interest attached. For example, a 
creditor usually has a secured interest 
on an automobile, which means that if 
the automobile is not paid for; the creditor 
may reposses the automobile. Ifthe debt- 
or wishes to retain the automobile, the 
debtor will have to retain, or reaffirm, the 
debt. 

Some debts, such as taxes, child 





support, and student loans, :along with 
other debts, may not be discharged in 
bankruptcy.

Every day, we hear about the need 
for parents to be involved in their child's 
life. All the research and everyone's ex- 
perience show that the most important 
influence onachild, even an adolescent, 
is the parent or some signiticant adult. 

Nowhere is that borne out so clearly 
thaninthe schools. Over andover again, 
we see that the most successful students 
are those whose parents are involved in 
their lives and in their schooling. 

Yet, why is it that so much of the time 
parents are not involved in their child's 
school? Certainly, time constraints are a 
hindrance for many of us; certainly, if a 
person is a single parent, it is extremely 
difficult. And for those grandparents who 
are raising their grandchildren, the chal- 
lenges of that task may seem, and often 
indeed are, overwhelming. Yet, what is it 
that could be done to make aparent want 
to become involvedin the child's school? 

There are people who are talking 
about these very things — if parental 
involvement in the schools is amajor key 
to the child's and the school's success, 
what needs to be done to increase that 
parental involvement? What do parents 
need that schools are not providing? 
What do schools need to do that they 
currently are not? And especially, what 
can be done to increase parental in- 
volvement with the high school? 

A few years ago, | was at a confer- 
ence that focused on parenting young 
children up to age six. One of the speak- 
ers began her talk by saying that, no 
matter how all of us parents felt, we 
should know that our children will need 
us more, much more, when they are 
teenagers than they do as toddlers. Be- 
ing mom to two small children, | still find 
ithardto imagine that! But, having worked 
these past few years with teenagers here 
in Romulus, !'m learning more and more 
the wisdom of that woman's comment.

The team from Romulus includes 
myself; Patricia Massad, school social 
worker at Romulus Junior High and 
Romulus High School; and Phyllis 
Cebula, Romulus High School's home- 
economics teacher. We are now in the 
process of beginning to determine what 
is needed in Romulus, what is and isn't 
being done to encourage parental in- 
volvement in the High School, and what 
help the District needs in designing.
